use sour milk in baking want to know 
if it can be substituted for .sweet milk 
in any receipt. That gets a yes and 
no answer—yes except 
in 
recipes 


where special texture is sought for. 


Milk that has just turned will need 


a small amount of soda to ncutralixc 
it and enough baking powder to make 
the mixture rise. 
An eighth to a 


quarter of a teaspoon of soda to a cup 
of sliyhtly .soured milk and the usual 
amount of baking powder called for 
in the recipe usinf sv/ect milk should 
be used when sour wilk is substituted. 


The acidity of the milk must be con- 


sidered, so when milk is thick and 
definitely sour, the general rule is to 
use one-half teaspoon soda for one 


tip of teaspoon onto greased and flour- 
ed baking sheet. Bake ten minutes in 
a mdcrte oven (350 degrees F).
